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GLACIER COUNTRY

Flathead Lake - (B, C-2) At nearly 200 square
miles, Flathead is the largest natural freshwater lake
west of the Mississippi.

Glacier National Park - (A, B-2, 3) Called "North ‘
America's Crown Jewel," this natural haven is filled
with alpine glaciers, sparkling lakes, deep forests,
wildflowers, waterfalls and wildlife. The 52-mile
Going-to-the-Sun Road (open June to mid-
October) crosses the Continental Divide at Logan
Pass and traverses the scenic Garden Wall.

MISSOURI RIVER COUNTRY

Fort Peck Lake (C-9, 10). An inland ocean that
stretches 135 miles through the Missouri River
Breaks behind one of the world's largest dams. Fort
Peck is one of the nation's best walleye fisheries and
home to more than 40 species of fish, including
northern pike, catfish, sauger, and sturgeon.
